ened many times" by a group of 
local bootleggers, District 
Court 


Judge A. P. Mays disclosed Mon- 
day In his charge to the October 
term grand jury. 


After Dletrlct Clerk J. C. Gas- 


ton swore in the new grand jury, 
Judge Maya declared: 
"I recently learned from a high- 


ly regarded citizen that two or 
three known bootleggers had tried 
to run htm out of business 
(on 


Tenth street.") 


The threats 
were made,

Judge said, when the merchant 
would not permit the men to use 


his place as a "hang-out." 
Judge Mays thon told the crime 


probcrs, "If you see fit to go Into 
It (the 
alleged 
bootleggers' 


threats), you have the court's per- 
-nlsslon." 


Reiterating his belief that "ev- 
ery Indictment must be prosecut- 
ed," the Judge warned the jurors 
to "bo careful In voting an 
In- 
dictment. You hear only one side

state's." 


After appointing C, C. Turner 


of Dawson, foreman, Judge Mays 
turned .the jury over to County 
Attorney Charles T. Banister and 
shortly afterwards they voted an 
Indlictment against M. R. Duke 
on charges

Foreman Turner

"We recommend that all law of- 


ficers, Including tho police, tight- 
en up on known bootleggers.
